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CONSTITUTION OF THE AID BOARD. 



ARTICLE I. 

This Board shall be known ^,s the Aid Board of the Superannuated ‘ 
Preachers and Widows and Orphans of deceased Ministers of the 
Texas Annual Conference of the Methodist P^piscopal Church, South. 

ARTICLE II. 

The object of this Board is to assist the Conference Claimants as an 
auxiliary, l3y payments of interest accuring from loans or investments. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Board shall consist of seven members, three of whom shall be 
laymen, who shall be elected by the Annual Conference for the period 
of four years, or at the pleasure of the Annual Conference. Vacancies 
occurring in the Board shall be filled by the Annual Conference at the 
next Session. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The officers of the Board shall be a President, a Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer, to be elected by the Board. 

ARTICLE V. 

The funds of the Board shall be derived from donations, bequests 
and special collections; and all contributions to this Board shall be paid 
to the Secretary, who shall turn over the same 'to the Treasurer, taking 
his receipt for the same. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The board shall hold regular meetings at each session of the Annual 
Conference. Special meetings may be held on the call of the President. 
Four members shall constitute a quorum. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Board shall invest all monies coming into the treasury through 
a trustee appointed and controlled by the Board; said trustee shall 
give an approved bond, payable to the President or his successor in 
office, for double the amount of money placed in his hands for loan or 
investment. Said trustee shall, by virtue of his appointment, be ex- 
officio member of this Board, but shall not have the right to vote. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

The Treasurer of this Board shall pay out all monies only upon writ- 
ten order of the President, and shall take a receipt for the same. The^ 
interest of the money invested shall be paid annually to the Chairman 
of the Joint Board of Finance of this Conference. 

ARTICLE IX. 

The Constitution can be altered or changed only by a tw'o-thirds 
vote of the members of the Annual Conference present and voting at a 
regular session. 

ARTICLE X. 

This Board shall have power to make its own By-Laws.

REPORTS AND RESOLUTIONS. 



Sunday School Report. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Texas Annual Conference : 

Dear Brethren: — We, your Sunday-school Board, beg leave to sub- 
mit our report: 

The great importance of Sunday-school work, we believe, no one 
will call in question. 

The work taught in the Sunday-school is not seed sown in stony 
ground or where the weeds will grow up to choke it, but it is seed sown 
in young and tender hearts, where it will spring up and bring forth fruit, 
some sixty and some a hundred fold. 

This work can not be neglected by any church or pastor without ir- 
reparable loss. The tramp of an advancing army is distinctly heard — 
it is the army of children; they are constantly coming to the front, and 
when we fall they will take our places. Considering these things, and 
the great necessity of providing religious instruction for this army, we be- 
lieve the work of the Sunday-school can not be too strongly presented. 

The church of the future is the one that provides for the children of 
to-day. There are out-cast children as well as adults, and many chil- 
dren receive all their early religious instructions in the Sunday-school. 
We beg to remind our brethren of these things and urge upon them 
the necessity of doing all in their power to advance the Sunday-school 
cause. 

During the latter part of April there was held in the town of Hemp- 
stead, under the auspices of your Board, a Conference Sunday-school 
Convention in accordance with the recommendations of the Discipline; 
and although we did not receive the co-operation from some of our 
brethren in this effort that we had reason to expect, the convention was 
nevertheless a success, and much good was accomplished for the Sun- 
day-school cause within the bounds of our Conference, and we recom- 
mend that another Conference Sunday-school Convention be held at 
such time and place as your board may designate. 

We would call the attention of the Conference to the surplus funds 
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lying idle in the treasury, and urge upon the brethren, and especially 
the Presiding Elders, to assist us to send this money on its mission. 

Your Board deem certain changes in our discipline advisable, and 
we recommend the adoption of the following memorial to the General 
Conference: 

MEMORIAL. 

I. That a Parent Sunday-school Board be created, to take the 
ij, place of the General Conference Sunday-school Committee. 

I 2. That the Parent Sunday-school Board be directed to prepare a 

' course of reading and study for Sunday-school teachers and older Sun- 

day-school scholars.. 

3. That paragraph No. 245, page 142, of the discipline be so 
amended as to allow each annual conference, on the recommendation 
of the Conference Sunday-school Board, to turn over to the Parent 
Sunday-school Board any money collected on Children’s Day that can- 
not be used to advantage in the bounds of the said Conference; such 
money to be used by the Parent Board for the publication of Sunday- 
school literature for our foreign work.

But after due consideration your committee is of the opinion that it will 
not be wise for this Conference to undertake the burden of estab- 
lishing and maintaining an orphan’s home by itself, but feeling the ne- 
cessity for such an institution, we do heartily recommend: 

The acceptance of the proposition coming to us from the 
Northwest Texas Conference, to accept full interest in all that has 
been accomplished, and we recommend that this Conference co-oper- 
ate with the Northwest Texas and sister Conferences in building and 
sustaining the proposed institution.

Report of Colportage Board. 

In accordance with the recommendations of this board, the Texas 
Conference, at its last session, confirmed and continued its contract 
with our depository at Fort Worth, but on the first day of January last 
H. N. Connor & Co., the other party to that contract, were forced to 
discontinue the business for want of funds, and this important enter- 
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prise would have fallen to the ground, but for the prompt and timely 
action of our Colporter, Rev. I. Z- T. Morris. He, himself, assumed 
the contract, and has conducted the business with gratifying success. 
Notwithstanding the delay in filling orders for a time, and the subse- 
quent confinement of office duties so incompatible with the canvassing 
work of a Colporter, the business grew steadily and healthily until 
August I St, when, of course, it experienced the financial paralysis com- 
mon to all lines of commerce. Your committee are informed that, in 
proportion to the size of our territory, the largest amount of business 
has been done within the bounds of this Conference, the total sales 
among our people aggregating the sum of $797. The marked success 
which has attended Brother Morris’ labors, vindicates his wisdom in 
assuming the double duty of Colporter and Business Manager; and 
as he has on hand about three thousand dollars worth of books, we 
recommend that he be continued in this dual relation to this Confer- 



Your Board considers this colportage work a very important one. 
As our people grow in wealth and intellectual culture, libraries are being 
formed, if for no higher use, as necessary furniture of the home. Here 
they are to remain for generations to feed the thought and mould the 
character of the family. If these books are dry and uninteresting, 
they will blast all literary taste ; if they charm by appeals to our sen- 
suous nature, they are destined to corrupt the stream of many young 
lives at the fountain; if they are attractive, pure, wholesome, elevating, 
they will reproduce and perpetuate the influence of the men who write, 
and the men who distribute them. The pastor, upon whom everything 
else rests, must bear this burden also. It is especially necessary in 
centers of population, where demoralizing literature is industriously 
advertised by the book-stores, that we should commend our own pub- 
lications from the pulpit, around the fireside, and through canvassing 
committees of the Ep worth League. We think that this Conference 
should take her stand by the side of the other Texas conferences by the 
adoption of the following: 

Resolved, That in the purchase of books, and in subscribing for 
Sunday-school and other church periodicals, we will, as far as possible, 
send our orders through our own depository.

Report on Education. 

SOUTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

From the facts before your Board, we conclude that the University is 
slowly but steadily growing into the proportions and efficiency so pro- 
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foundly desired by those who struggled for its success. From the re- 
ports of the faculty, we leam that, notwithstanding the great financial 
stringency, the enrollment of the present session is the largest in the 
history of the institution, showing an increase in all departments, and 
an advance of fifty over a corresponding date of last session. 

The health of the students thus far has been remarkably good, and 
their general bearing, deportment and devotion to study, unequaled by 
any former year. By vote of a large majority, the seat of the Univer- 
sity has been freed from the blighting presence of the saloon, and the 
school and community have entered upon a new era of prosperity, 
promising to present the most favorable environments for the rearing 
and education of young people anywhere to be found. 

The faculty are well chosen for probity of character, and are emi- 
nently fitted for their several chairs and departments. The new pro- 
fessors are meeting the high expectations created by their flattering 
testimonials of character and scholarship. 

The graduating class is expected to number thirty members at the 
next commencement. Of this class, eight are young preachers — seven 
Methodists and one Baptist; and of the present enrollment, fifty are 
preparing for the ministry. 

The Ladies Annex is happily accomplishing its mission in providing 
facilities for the higher education of young ladies under most favorable 
religious auspicies. The administration of Dr. Allen is most satisfac- 
tory, and young ladies could not be placed in safer hands than under 
his care. 

The fitting school is rendering efficient aid to the University, in giv- 
ing thorough training for the higher classes. The Giddings Hall, un- 
der the management of Prof. Cody, is giving board at cost to about 
sixty- five worthy young men, most of whom are preachers or preach- 
ers’ sons. 

We note with great delight the deep and wide spread work of grace 
that visited the University during the early part of this year, gathering 
hundreds of souls to Christ, and leaving over eighty-five per cent, of 
the student body Christians. We also note with pleasure the existence 
of an Epworth League, among the students, numbering two hundred 
and fifty members. 

We recommend that the request of the Trustees, that their members 
hold office at the will of the Conference, be granted, and close our re- 
port on this institution by reiterating the great and pressing want of ad- 
equate buildings, and of increased library and laboratory facilities. 

CHAPPELL HILL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

From the report of the trustees of this, our Conference school, we 
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learn that though the attendance has not been large, yet the work of 
the school has been thorough and satisfactory. 

With its accomplished and energetic President, and an efficient corps 
of teachers, this College affords educational facilities for our girls equal 
to the best. 

Some improvements have been made to the College property, and 
conveniences and comforts provided, which will add greatly to the 
pleasure and welfare of the inmates of the institution. About $400 
have been expended for these improvements, while $784.80 yet remain 
to be paid on the debt contracted three years ago, in the erection of 
needed buildings. 

We earnestly commend this Christian school to the patronage of our 
people, its location being healthy, and easy of access 

We recommend that the educational assessment be the same as last 
year ($1500), and that it be divided as before, viz; $900 to the Uni- 
versity, and $600 to Chappell Hill Female College. 

The educational collection for this year is $993. Paid for printing 
minutes, $15; traveling expenses of Joint Board of Publication, $7; 
balance divided as follows: To Southwestern University, $582.60; to 
Chappell Hill Female College, $388.40. Southwesteni University has 
20 teachers, 426 pupils, and $1150 endowment. Chappell Hill Female 
College has 7 teachers, 66 pupils, and no endowment.

We are sorry not to be able to make a report equal to what might 
be expected from the Texas Conference on so important a cause. 

The Word of God is the good seed of life, and from it alone may 
we hope to reap a harvest of souls for heaven. Only 19 charges have 
reported anything collected for this good cause, leaving 62 that have 
reported nothing. 

We are not willing to believe any guilty of wanton neglect, but we 
do believe the interest in the distribution of Bibles to be circumscribed 
by localities. We fear zeal is often not according to knowledge, be- 
cause it does not extend beyond the limited bounds of our respective 
charges. We are rejoiced to learn from the reports of the society that 
sixteen thousand three hundred and thirty-nine copies have been dis- 
tributed in Texas alone, which is only eighty-six less than last year. 

The society stands in great need of funds to carry on its work. We 
recommend the following: 

Resolved, That we will preach a special sermon on the Bible, and 
direct the attention of our people to the character and aims of the 
American Bible Society, and take a collection therefor. 

Resolved, That we will prepare our congregations, as far as we can, 
foi receiving the representatives of the Bible Society.

MEMOIR. 



JAS. M. TURNER. 

Conference met in memorial session Sunday night, and was opened 
with religious service conducted by Rev. James Campbell. 

O. T. Hotchkiss read the memoir of Rev. J. M. Turner, as follows: 
James M. Turner was born of Methodist parents in Halifax county, 
N. C., in 1809, and died in Houston, Texas, September 9, 1893. 

When he was 22 years of age, he left his native State and went to 
Mississippi, and located in Lawrence county, on the Pearl liver, above 
Monticello. For some years he gave his attention to business- enter- 
prises, but seeing he was not going to succeed honorably, he turned 
over all his effects for the benefit of his creditors, and started anew 
with a strong determination to do right in a business sense, and be 
honest with his fellow man. Several years were devoted to farming. 
He was so popular with his fellow countrymen that he filled several 
offices of the county, and served a term in the legislature. 

In 1835 he was married to Miss Harris, and this union was blessed 
with several children, two of whom, a son and widowed daughter, now 
live in Houston. In 1850 the hand of sore affliction lay long and 
heavily upon him. During this illness Rev. David Wiggins, P. E., and 
several other ministers, visited and prayed with him, and Christ had 
mercy upon him as he did upon the paralytic, healing both soul and 
body. He w^ent immediately to work in the service of Christ, exercis- 
ing his gifts in the prayer and class meetings, calling sinners to offered 
mercy, and telling penitents of Christ’s willingness to save. In Octo- 
ber he was licensed to preach, and was admitted on trial at the next 
session of the Mississippi Conference, and was sent to the Pearl River 
circuit. His next work was White Sand circuit; his third and fourth 
years were fruitful in hundreds of conversions and accessions to the 
church. He served several other charges before he came to Texas. 
His first work in the Texas Conference was Planters ville and Anderson. 
While in charge of Matagorda circuit, on a still day, during the hour 
of divine services, the house fell upon him and rendered him inefficient 
as a minister. This occurred in 1873, since which time he has been 
a superannuate. 'I'he last ten or twelve years of his life were spent in 
Houston; most of this time he has been quite feeble, unable to preach, 
and could do but little active service. He was patient and submissive. 
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He delighted in recounting the wonderful victories gained in Jesus’ 
name, and the many blessings enjoyed. During his last sickness he 
was visited by the preachers of Houston, and was greatly comforted ’ 
when we prayed with him. The promises of God sustained him to the j 
last. He ‘‘died in the faith.” “Mark the perfect man; behold the j 
upright, for the end of that man is peace.” i 

REV. ALPHEUS MIZELL. 

E. D. Mouzon read the memoir ’of Alpheus Mizell, as follows : j 

Alpheus Mizell was born June 25, 1825, in Stewart county, Ten- 
nessee. He was converted at the early age of thirteen years, and 
joined the Methodist church. He entered the ministry in 1844. 
August 7, 1849, he was united in marriage to Mary A. Atkins. Of 
this union there were nine children, six of whom, with their mother, are 
still living. ’ 

One, who was his life-long friend, says of him: “He was a deep, ten- ' 
der, sympathetic preacher of the. gospel of God’s Son; as pure-minded, 
sweet-spirited, and gentle a Christian minister as I have ever known.” , 
Of the forty-eight years of his ministry, thirty-six were given to the 
Tennessee Conference. He v ent west, when his health became deli- 
cate, and trying the climate of Missouri, Texas and Arkansas, after a 
few years service, he finally became a superannuate of the Texas Con- 
ference. 'Fhough a superannuate and feeble, he was a diligent and 
faithful man. As the years were going by he was ripening for the 
garner of God. When no longer able to help himself, he struggled to 
be of use to others. 

His great desire, that he might die at home, was not granted. He 
went to Mammoth Springs on business, and there he was taken very 
ill with la grippe. Two of his children reached him in time to minister 
to him only a short while before he passed gently away. One of his 
daughters, Mrs. Mary B. Murrell, writes these touching words : 

“My brother and myself were by him continually until the end came. 

I wish I could tell you, face to face, what a blessed privilege I count 
this last service to the purest, most guileless man I ever knew. He 
never murmured once. His last hours were like his life, cheerful, 
peaceful, and full of divine blessings. The few words that he spoke 
were full of hope in regard to the future. He has left us a rich heritage, ^ 
and an example which, if followed, will keep us near the Savior’s side.” 

He wrought faithfully for God, and now that he rests from his labors, 
his works do follow him. ) 






Following the reading of these memoirs, the Conference joined in 
sacramental service, thus fittingly closing the service held in honor of 
our fallen comrades.
